It yields only about f 1,SOO,000 to 
the Treasury. r!i'|icalimj the duty on 
raw siiyar would benefit the trust, lie- 
pealing the duty on r fined angar would 
emash it, and cheapen the oust of this 
prime necessity ol life to every one of 
the 65,000,000 of conanmers in this coun- 
try. Ttie people consnme about 3,000,- 
000,000 pounds of suitar annually, and 
the tariff iluty enables the trust to 
extort at least $30,000,000 a year from 
them. The way to break the trust is to 
repeal the duty on refined siij?ar, or cut it 
down to fcuvb a point as will admit of the 
importaiioo of refined angar in oompeti- 
tion with the product of tho traai
